League Prepares 


to Put Soviet Out 


Will Condemn Rus- 


sians for Invading 


Finland 


GENEVA. Swit/erland —f/l'i— The 


13-nation committee of the League of 
Nations Wednesday adopted a resolut- 
ion condemning Russia as the ag- 
pressor, containing an implied demand 
that Russia be ousted from the lea- 
gue for invading Finland. 
, 


The resolution which then was sub- 


mitted to the league assembly, which 
may act on it Wednesday night, in- 
corporated a report drawn up by u 
sub-committee "inviting" league mem- 
bers to give Finland all possible aid. 


In addition, it was suggested that 


non-member nations such as the Unit- 
ed States might be asked to join 
in helping Finland if the league coun- 
cil desires. 


The committee also condemned Rus- 


sia as a violator of the league cove- 
nant, and recommended putting the 
entire technical staff of the league 
economic, health and financial—at Fin- 
land's disposal.

New Methods Contribute to Cut Progressive 


Effects of Paresis 


(Tin's is the second of two articles 


by Dr, Fishbeiu on paresis, • dread 
disease which sometimes folloivs 


mi attack of syphilis.) 


The treatment of paresis has boon 


greatly improved because ot new dis- 
coveries made by medical science. It 
s of utmost miportanco that any pat- 
ent with syphilis bo given thorough 
:reatment to stamp the disease en- 
tirely out of the body. 


In 1917, it was discovered that ma- 


aria infection frequently halted pro- 
gression of tho paresis condition. For 
a while the malaria treatment was 
widely adopted, particularly in asy- 
lums and sanitarium. Patienl.s with 
paresis were infected with tho malaria 
organisms. It was then possible to con- 
trol the malaria wth quinne and si- 
milr methods. 


The malaria treatment has many 


disadvantages, including the fact that 
malaria itself is a serious disease and 
that infection with such organisms 
is difficult. 


Il was soon suggested that it was not 


so much the malaria that brought 
about good results as the fever which 
was induced by malaria. New met- 
hods thcrefore,_ were developed for 
heat or fever 'treatment. These in- 
cluded the injection of vaccines made 
from various germs, hot water baths, 
and, more recently, special 
heat- 


ing'and baking devices of an elec- 
trical character which make it pos 
sible to raise the temperature of tho 
patient and keep it at a definite level 
for long periods of time. 


All of tlio.se treatments are such, 


however, that they can be given best 
in a hospital. Certainly they should 
not be attempted under any other

DENVER — The greatest fall and 


winter drouth ever experienced by 
some sections of the great plains coun- 
try is giving the United States' anti- 
drouth program its supreme test. 


Soil conservation experts, on the 


drouth battle- lino since the critical 
doys of 1934, says the dry landers may 
expect a renewal of dusl storms -next 
spring but probably will escape nn- 
other series of the "black blizzards" 
thai made life miserable H few years 
ago. More land has a cover of grass 
or stubble upon it; hence there is less 
exposed soil to blow. 


But the dust bowl area where severe 


blowing may be expected next spring 
will be twice as largo as it wns last 
year, fay technicians in the office of 
H. H. Finnell. regional director of the

Prospects Very Poor 


"Prospects for next year's wheat 


crop are the poorest over the widest 
area in recent years," say experts in 
the conservation office. "Wheat farm- 
ers (of the dust bowl) in most in- 
stances already have lost the oppor- 
tunity for making a crop next year. 
Their next opportunity will be to plant 
wheat next fall. In practically all of 
the critical area wheat was seeded in 
dust and has not sprouted. 


"It is difficult to say whether the 


wheat farmer or the livestock pro- 
ducer will suffer more. Even where 
grain crops and grass were poor this 
year as a result of drouth, cattlemen 
can gel through the winter in fair con- 
dition. However . . . where feed crops 
were poor and there is little grass, cat- 
tlemen are facing a serious problem." 


Reviewing dust bowl history since 


the first "black blizzards" struck in 
the early thirties, technicians see a 
definite change in the patern of dust 
bowl farming. 


The use of water conservation prac- 


tices ha's, in many' cases, meant the dif- 
ference between a complete crop fail- 
ure and a crop worth harvesting. 


His technicians estimate approxi- 


mately 3,500,000 acres are under a com- 
plete soil and water conservation pro- 


. gram in the demonstration projects of 


the conservation service set up within 
the 96,000,000 acre^area "normally con- 
sidered as potentially a part of "the 
wind erosion region of the southern 
great planes." . 


"The additional acreage upon which 


some conservation measures are be- 
ing .used probably will run into the 
millions," Finnell says.
